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lous, or even self-insulting. Through lack 
of education or lack of association with 
non-human life it becomes only too easy 
to assume that our human methods of an- 
alyzing situations and controlling our en- 
vironment are the right ones and the only 
intelligent ones. 

Yet, in one of man’s earliest civilizations 
the value of the cat as a thinking creature 
was recognized, even as we ailurophiles 
recognize it today. 

Lest, however, we be accused of being 
influenced by our love of the cat into 
seeing virtue where there is none, let us 
ask ourselves how an unbiased outsider 
might compare our mental maturity to that 
of the cat. 

We are told by astronomers that in our 
Galaxy there are millions of inhabited 
planets, many of them billions of years 
older than Earth. We must take it for 
granted then, that whereas we are on the 
threshhold of space travel, there are other 
beings who are already at that stage, and 
who some day soon (in the cosmic sense) 
will land on our world. 

Let us place ourselves in the role of 
such a traveler, assigned to make contact 
with the wisest form of life on the planets 
he explores. 

As the representative of a mature race, 
we can be sure that he will not confuse 
technology with intelligence nor power with 
wisdom. Nor will he measure the great- 
ness of a species by the number of its 


nuclear bombs or the loudness of its pro- 
fessions of peace. 

No, as was said long ago, “By their 
fruits, ye shall know them,” and it is by 
our actions that we must be judged. 

Who watching the chaotic efforts of the 
bulk of the human race to better itself at 
the expense of its fellows—or observing 
our slums, or adding up the carnage on 
our highways—and comparing it to the 
ordered existence of the cat would want 
to rate ours as higher? 

Or, who in a position to see the subju- 
gation of men in our totalitarian systems— 
governmental, business, or religious—would 
rate our so-called freedom as superior to 
the inborn independence of the cat? 

Lastly, to those priding themselves on 
being creatures of reason rather than in- 
stinct—who, watching our reckless home- 
ward migrations at the holiday season, or 
our blind suicidal marches toward war, or 
our fumbling with such social cancers as 
poverty and crime could believe for one 
moment that reason has any part in con- 
trolling our activities? 

So, if the choice were to be made be- 
tween man and the cat as to which best 
meets the first step toward wisdom— 
know thyself—one has the humble reali- 
zation that our visitor from space might 
well say what was said six thousand years 
ago when man first began to ponder the 
world about him: “The cat for its 
thoughts.”

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A CAT CRITIC ON CAT ART

(An exhibition of forty original woodcuts, etchings, engravings, 
and drawings was one of the first collections to be shown in the 
new Museum of Art in Greenville, S. C. The show, “Mon Ami 
le Chat,” was loaned to the museum by the Brooks Memorial 
Art Gallery of Memphis, Tenn. It included works by Pablo 
Picasso, Eduard Manet, and Foujita, a contemporary Japanese 
artist. An interview with Tsai-Ming Olpau Ko-Ko was held fol- 
lowing her preview of the exhibit. 


“On the whole,” she said, “these are delicate and poetic ex- 
pressions of really marvelous skill and audacity.

“Tips to 
the Novice” 
by 
Blanche 
Wolfram 


Jill will soon be eleven years old. She 
is a beautiful Blue Longhair cat, and were 
she a human of comparable age, she'd just 
be about sixty. 

She’s bright, happy, and lovable. Her 
coat is a very light, pale blue—just the 
color that our Blue breeders try so hard 
for, and it’s the same even tone from head 
to toes all over, just as was that of her 
mother, Ch. Mair of Allington. Her eyes 
have lost a little of their deep copper glow, 
but they still are bright and sparkling and 
reflect Jill’s perfect health. 

Yes, we've brought Jill up to her 
“sixties” with the figure, glow, and health- 
fulness of a young matron. How was it 
done, and how do we keep her this way 
from now on? 

First, our oldsters, and youngsters, too, 
must have well-balanced diets. Whether 
your principal food is one of the canned 
cat foods which are carefully prepared for 
your cats’ health, or fresh-frozen horsemeat 
which I use, or other forms of meat or 
fish, don’t limit your diet to just one 
thing. Vary it with fresh meat or fish, 
heart, kidney, cereal, some of the vege- 
tables which cats love, like asparagus, oc- 
casionally. Always—every day—add a vita- 
min and mineral supplement to whatever 
food you use. This not only improves 
your cat’s well-being, but will help your 
cat ward off most of the skin conditions 
which take root when health is just a little 
under par. In addition, I give “Old 
Grandma” Nutritive Capsules (Parke- 
Davis) at least four times a week. These, 
I understand were designed for nursing 
mothers, and I use them for cat-mothers, 
too, but they also seem to be just the thing 
to help our senior cat people meet their 
deficiencies of some minerals and vitamins. 

Along with her food, water is impor- 
tant to Jill. She loves it, but, of course, 
wants to drink it only when the water is 
fresh and the bowl is clean. Be sure it's 
available to her all the time. 

But Jill is fed only twice a day—and 
this is a good rule for all cats. Even 
though kitty begs to be fed every time you 
open the refrigerator door—don’t do it! 

Of course, it’s all right to occasionally 
feed your pets the same food you are eat- 
ing if they like it. Most of my cats like 
roast turkey or beef, and even spaghetti, 
and Jill just loves sauerkraut. Yes, you 
can feed them these different foods pro- 
vided the cats thrive on them and you 
don’t overdo it. Then they'll love to 
help you in the kitchen when they smell 
their special goodies cooking. 
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OLD GRANDMA 


But never let them think that these 
treats can be their only foods. So many 
people write me that they've let their cats 
reach the stage where they demand only 
one food—liver, for example—and will 
touch nothing else. Just like children, 
they'll eat candy and nothing else—if you 
let them get away with it. So, just as in 
kindness you’d force a child to eat his 
potatoes and vegetables—you must harden 
your heart and do the same good deed for 
your little fur friends. 

Even though they try to tell you what 
they want, you tell them what is good for 
them—and see to it that they are fed by 
common sense, not by emotion. 

No cat can feel right if her eyes are 
dirty or her ears are full of wax or if she 
has earmites, or a toothache, or sore gums 
from tartar on her teeth. And this is es- 
pecially true of older cats. So, my practice 
is to take the senior citizens of my cattery 
for a medical checkup every six months. 

Usually, there'll be nothing wrong at all, 
but surely it’s worth that trip to the vet- 
erinarian twice a year, if only to hear 
the Doctor say, “She’s fine,” or, perhaps, 
“Maybe we'd better just clean her teeth a 
little.” You've the satisfaction of knowing 
you have kept your friend in good health, 
or that if there is something wrong you've 
given the doctor a good chance to spot it 
before it becomes serious. 

I try to do all I can for my cats, and 
you probably saw my picture some months 
ago, brushing one of my girls’ teeth. I’m 
not sure I told you, though, that I was 
only brushing the front ones. Those in 
back I need help with. So every time I 
think Jill’s tartar has accumulated to where 
it is pushing down into her tender gums, I 
pack her in the carrier and off to Dr. 
V.M. we go. Sometimes I have to tell 
her that it looks like we'll have a little 
trouble and our friend may have to pull 
out one of her teeth, but somehow, she 
never seems to object, and always jumps 
into the carrier in her good-natured way. 

One difficulty some of our older Long- 
hairs run into, especially if they have short 
noses, is what we humans call sinusitis. 
They tend to get mild sinus infections, 
making their noses run and get all stuffed 
up. When this happens they'll wait for 
you to clear the mucous out of their noses 
and eyes. I do this with Kleenex and 
warmed water at least twice a day, for 
these older characters aren’t so keen on 
taking care of themselves as they were 
when they were younger. If the sinus 
condition gets too bad, I give the cat one- 
half of a Bufferin tablet twice a day. 
You'd be surprised how much this helps. 

If your cat is a Shorthair, you can 
usually keep her in good appearance by 
brushing her daily—just enough to pick 
up any loose hairs. But to keep your 
Longhair gentlemen and ladies looking and 
feeling their best takes a good thorough 
brushing and combing every day plus a 
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Grandma Jill in a saucy mood.

nice warm tub bath every few weeks. Oh, 
I know, your girl will sit in the tub and 
give you a long song and dance of, “I 
DON’T NEED A BATH—I’M NOT A 


BIT DIRTY, can’t you see?” But, you'll 
have to go right ahead just the same. And 
when they beg, “DON’T COMB MY 
PANTS—JUST MY HEAD AND BACK, 
PLEASE,” don’t show a bit of sympathy, 
for if you let them get away with it, it 
only means that their hair will really get 
matted and you'll have sore spots and 
pulled skin to deal with instead of just 
a few little kinks to straighten out. 

Just be firm, but gentle. Do what you 
know has to be done, and no matter how 
much they complain at the time, they'll 
forgive you and love you the minute you 
finish and have them nice and clean and 
beautiful. It’s true that once in a while 
Jill has a stubborn streak and pouts for an 
hour or two after her bath and grooming. 
She stalks around the house without even 
looking at me, but finally she lets me pick 
her up in my arms and love her, and all 
is well. And she’s prouder than ever of 
being such a: beautiful cat. 

Of course, with dozens of cats and kit- 
tens around most of the time none of my 
cats are really “spoiled’—or perhaps I 
should say all of them are spoiled equally. 
But it’s different with the cat that’s the 
only one in a family—his whole person- 
ality is built up around his place of privi- 
lege in the household, and anything that 
challenges his position will hurt him very 
deeply and will cause serious personality 
changes. This is especially true of the 
older cat. So, if you have only one cat, 
and he is getting on in years, my advice 
is: don’t bring in another cat while your 
present one is still with you. If you do, 
your present cat will never be the same 
again. Some show their resentment by re- 
fusing to eat, some forget their toilet habits, 
others refuse to let you pet them, or just 
sit in the corner and withdraw from 
everything as if they didn’t want to live 
any longer. If you want to keep your dear 
old friend with you happily and healthy 
as long as possible don’t make any changes 
until after he has left you. 

There will have to be a final parting 
some day. Usually, death comes with rela- 
tive swiftness and painlessness once the 
body is definitely weakened by age, and 
this is the easiest way for both of you.

TAX CASUALTY & THEFT LOSSES

The casualty and theft loss provisions of 
the Internal Revenue Code allow a tax- 
payer to recoup some of his losses through 
tax savings. 

Dictionaries usually define a casualty as 
a fatal or serious accident, something that 
occurs by chance and is not foreseen, an 
inevitable accident. The Commissioner’s 
regulations state that the loss, to be de- 
ductible, must come from natural physical 
forces, or from sudden, unexpected or un- 
usual causes. 

Can you, the pet owner, take advantage 
of this type of tax deduction? 

Nowhere in the Code or the Regula- 
tions did this writer find any reference to 
the loss of pets. We do know, however, 
that pets are personal property and thus 
would qualify under the definition of a 
casualty loss to taxpayer's property. 

One case quoted in many income tax

My four-year-old female has chronic cystitis with attacks which 
we control with Urised coming every six months or so. Recently, 
too, she has had a stubborn case of eczema which has finally sub- 
sided through treatment with our local veterinarian. Then about 
a month ago a small area on her upper lip became eroded and 
slightly inflamed. There was no discharge, and the lesion did 
not appear to be causing discomfort, but now a similar spot has 
appeared almost overnight on the lower lip. What can be the 
trouble?

It is possible that there is some connection between the irritation 
of the mouth area and the cystitis. The use of Vitamin B ma) 
be indicated, and some Vitamin A might help with the cystitis. 


I have a Siamese, male neutered, who has developed the dis- 
tressing condition that makes him race through the house, back 
quivering, stopping to bite himself, until he is panting. He stops 
only when I throw a towel over him and pick him up. This cat 
has been raised on horsemeat, raw, condensed milk, Vifort and 
brewers yeast—the only things he'll eat.

I might as well get in on the diet difficulty, too. Your cat is 
getting plenty of B vitamins, but there is very little, if any, Vitamin 
A present. I would suggest that he be fed any good commercial 
cat food—one that would not have an excess of fish content—and 
the use of a vitamin preparation such as Aqueasol Vitamin A (U.S. 
Vitamin) in his food. If a urinary antiseptic is called for, Urised 
(Chicago Pharmacal) is a good one. 


Recently euthanasia was recommended for my fifteen-year-old 
pet with a large tumor. Could hormone shots which she has been 
given have caused the tumor to grow larger? Her body also 
became very sore. The veterinarian put her to sleep by giving her 
a shot in the lung. Could this have caused her extra pain?

The hormone ireatment should not have caused any growth. 
If anything, it might have helped to retard growth. Pain or sore- 
ness in a cat of that age can be observed even when no tumor is 
present. I believe that many times it is mostly a matter of age and 
physical weakness. 

As for the matter of euthanasia, I can assure you that it is always 
done humanely by any veterinarian. Remember, most animals will 
cry or show an indication of pain when an injection of penicillin 
or a vitamin is given in the leg. The injection that is given is less 
painful than either of those. Some veterinarians will give the 
euthanasia injection in the leg, but this is not always possible 
because of the condition of the patient. By either route, there is 
very little if any sensation of pain, and death comes rapidly and 
quietly. 


One of our three cats washes himself almost continuously, as 
though he has fleas, although he does not. Also, he will jump up 
from a sound sleep and go rushing through the house as though 
something were after him.

The washing may be due to an excessive amount of secretions 
from the skin which he is trying to clean away. One of the 
shampoos suitable for using on cats may help to relieve this. His 
jumping up and running might be caused by the filling of two 
little glands right at the anus.

NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF 
CAT SHOW OFFICIALS 
Dear Editors: 
Among the various “first steps’ which might 


be taken toward the eventual union of all 
cat bodies a most logical one would be an 
association of Cat Show Officials. 


Such a group would serve many obvious 
purposes as the cat world exists today. Its 
tendency to bring about uniformity between 
the Associations would just be an added divi- 
dend. 

Here is an outline which some of us prepared 
toward the establishment of such an associa- 
tion. Let’s have complaints, compliments, and 
suggestions for going ahead! 

PURPOSE 

To enroll, train and furnish unbiased, in- 
dependent, qualified judges and other officials 
for cat shows of any and all associations. 

To collect equitable fees and expenses there- 
for and to guarantee payment thereof to its 
members upon successful and unprotested com- 
pletion of their assignments. 

To do all necessary things to further the 
efficient, prompt and professional officiating of 
the shows of any association. 

STRUCTURE 

An unincorporated, voluntary, non-profit and 
unaffiliated association of individual, profes- 
sional judges, clerks and other cat show 
officials, to be supported by dues and a per- 
centage of fees collected for its members. 
MANAGEMENT 

The general management should be vested 
in a Board of Directors who should be elected 
to serve terms of such duration that there 
should be a minority elected each year. 

The active management should be vested 
in an Executive Director who should be a 
bonded employee of the association under con- 
tract. 

MEMBERSHIP 

The participating membership should com- 
prise those judges and officials who are avail- 
able to accept assignments within their fields. 
Judges and other officials who by reason of 
unavailability are ineligible to accept assign- 
ments or persons who have requested tem- 
porary or permanent transfer, should be given 
a non-participating status. 

ELIGIBILITY (judges) 

Until a pre-determined date the rolls of this 
association should be open to the recognized 
and approved judges of any association or 
organization in good standing as of the date of 
organization of NACSO and should be accorded 
recognition as competent and proficient to the 


same degree accorded by their own associa- 
tions. 
After the date pre-determined above, all 


applicants for admission should be required to 
produce such credentials and/or submit to such 
examination as the association may establish 
and publicize. 


OTHER CONSIDERATIONS 

Judges accepting executive or directorial 
office in a cat association should be transferred 
to the nonparticipating list.

THE CASE OF THE SIAMESE 


Dear Editors: 

Now that the show season is in full swing 
it may be too late to do anything for this 
year’s All-Americans, but I think it would be 
well to start a discussion now as to whether 
or not there should be a change in the present 
All-American scoring system under which out- 
standing cats of certain breeds are handi- 
capped. 

I am referring to the Second Best Cat 
Award, and in some instances the Best Op- 
posite Sex Cat Award given at our shows, 
and the subsequent scoring of their wins for 
A-A. 

Example: When a Seal Point Siamese Fe- 
male takes a Second Best Cat win in an All 
Breed show (to a Longhair or a less popular 
SH breed “Best Cat’), she in most cases must 
sacrifice much of the count she won in her 
class and color and division. This is because 
as Second Best Cat she is permitted to score 
no more points than the Best Cat. Thus, a 
Best of Color Blue Point or a BOX Seal Point 
Male from large classes may win almost as 
many points as the Second Best Cat. 60- 
class show: Black Female Open with eight 
Blacks competing is Best Cat. Total points— 
68. Second Best Cat is Siamese Female 
Champion from class of 30. Since she scores 
51 class points, she gets only 16 color points 
and loses 14. Otherwise she’d go over 67 
points. Meanwhile, if a Blue Point from a 
class of 30 should happen to be Best Opposite 
Sex cat, or even Best Novice she would come 
close to getting as many points as the 2nd 
Best. Thus you are penalizing the Seal Point 
—not as against the Longhair Best Cat, but by 
making it lose Best of Color points against the 
other Siamese in the race for Shorthair of the 
Year. 


So long as you use the system of one point 
per class plus one point for each cat of the 
same color, there must be this injustice, for 
obviously, no cat should out-score the Best 
Cat. I suggest that the All-Americans be 
scored throughout by NUMBER of individual 
eats defeated instead of by class. This would 
make a higher count throughout, but would 
make it automatically impossible for any cat 
to out-score the Best Cat, yet would give the 
Shorthairs, and particularly the Siamese, their 
full count against each other. 


It would not favor the Shorthairs as against 
the Longhairs, nor vice versa, and would, I 
believe, make scoring somewhat simpler 
throughout. 


I know that a change in the All-American 
scoring involves a good many factors, and 
that there have been very few complaints 
against the system as it now stands. Yet, I 
feel that if this obvious injustice is called to 
the attention of the Fancy, and that if there 
is a general demand for its elimination, you 
will take it into consideration when next re- 
vising the All-American rules. 


Let’s have the thoughts of you other cat 
fanciers and strivers for the A-A awards.

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FURTHER ADVENTURES OF QUINSEY

Last winter was the fourth that Quinsey, 
our wild Maine Cat, has depended on my 
charity for his survival. But in February 
he added to his growing circle of protectors. 
The four new friends were my geese and 
ganders. 

Quinsey always is waiting when I come 
out of my bedroom and into my dining 
room no matter how early that may be, ard 
no matter how cold the weather is outside, 
but early in February I missed him for 
three long icy days. We had had the 
coldest winter here since 1934, so when I 
missed Quinsey for that third morning I 
was truly concerned. Every inch of our old 
dirt road was a glare of ice, and Quinsey 
has a limp still from some mysterious in- 
jury of two summers ago. 


“How can he ever manage that road?” 
I thought. I had been creeping along it 
myself for days. I could just see him slip- 
ping and sliding along, because the snow 
on the sides was piled high, and also cov- 
ered with ice. There just was no way to 
walk except along the road, and I knew an 
old barn three-quarters of a mile down 
toward the village was one favorite place 
where the old, black cat often slept. I 
have traced his footsteps through deep snow 
on the way to the post office. But now it 
wasn't deep snow—it was the most treach- 
erous of ice. 

At noon this third day I heard a pitiful 
cry at my kitchen door. The sun was 
bright on the snow outside, and it was 
warm where there was no shade on my rock 
terrace. I opened the door and there was 
Quinsey. He had already made me suffer 
more than I like to think, and now I held 
my breath with shock. Poor Quinsey! He 
tried to leap back when I opened the door. 
He is still a wild cat and suspicious of 
humans, but now he was in desperate 
straights and he knew it. He was dragging 
his rear legs and utterly unable to jump 
at all. 


“Oh,” I thought, as I have thought so 
many times about Quinsey, “Whatever can 
I do for that poor beast?” 


Here in the country we have no Animal 
Rescue Leagues nor anything of the kind. 
There is just nothing, unless we can get 
a Game Warden or a Dog Constable. Of 
course the first thing I did was to feed 
Quinsey. A huge dish of warm evaporated 
milk and water, half and half, which is his 
favorite food. I also put out a generous 
serving of the scrapple I make for my 
eleven cats. I watched him eat it all. He 
even smiled up at me as cats will. I 
stepped a bit nearer when he had finished, 
thinking that perhaps, now, at last, he 
would not run away, but he did. He tore 
away as fast as his wounded limbs would let 
him out toward the little red house I have 
for my geese. He scrambled inside the 
door, and stopped to rest there in the sun. 
There was nothing more I could do for him 
then. He had been grievously hurt once 


before, and had recovered by himself, in 
what we neighbors had considered a mira- 
cle, so maybe it would happen again. I 
could wait and see. There was always the 
warden. 

That night when I started to drive the 
geese into their house, they stopped in the 
doorway and hissed. They stretched out 
their necks and hesitated, but at last they 
did go in. The next morning, after a night 
when the thermometer dropped to ten be- 
low zero, I looked in vain for Quinsey. I 
know that freezing is a merciful way to die. 
Being cold stops the aches, and I have read 
that people just go to sleep when they 
freeze, so I thought perhaps that might have 
happened to Quinsey. When I opened the 
goose house, however, Quinsey came out 
after the geese. He was still dragging his 
rear limbs, but he was very much alive. 

I hurried to feed him, generously, and on 
the ground so he would not have to jump. 
His regular feeding place is a little old table 
under my dining room window. I watched 
him crawl back to the goose house door. 
He tried a couple of times to wash himself, 
but of course he could not. I suffered some 
more for the poor creature but there was 
nothing more I could do except to arrange 
to have him shot, and somehow I just 
could not do that. He has fought so many 
battles, and struggled so hard to live. 

I put half a bale of fresh, new hay in the 
goose house later that morning, and that 
night I checked with my flash light before 
I drove in the geese and sure enough 
Quinsey had made himself a nest in the 
corner, and was deep in the hay. All I 
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could see were his eyes like live coals in the 
dark. That night it was twelve below, but 
Quinsey crawled out in the morning and ate 
again. The fourth morning he did not 
come out although I had checked to see if 
he were inside the night before. It was 
still bitterly cold. Some time before noon 
I made myself go to the goose house door 
and crawl just inside. I expected to find a 
stiff little form, but I should have known 
Quinsey better than that. He was sitting 
up in his nest, and he came out and ate 
again. From that day on he improved 
steadily, and now he can even jump again. 
What happened to him is something no- 
body can ever know, but he is far tamer 
than he has ever been. 


In early March I did put my hand on his 
black back for a second before he snarled 
and leaped away, and once, he has stayed 
on the window sill, and purred loudly ard 
deeply, even when I have pushed up the 
sash enough to touch his side. He is still 
a wild cat though, and I am hoping that no 
more dreadful troubles will come his way. 


What has surprised everyone the most 
is the way the geese accepted his dire 
straits, and allowed him to sleep in the 
nest he had made in their very own house 
which they warmed with their living, 
breathing selves in the bitter nights. Some- 
how those creatures understood that a fel- 
low creature needed help. The two huge 
ganders could have beaten him to nothing 
had they chosen to do so. But they did 
not; they gave him another chance to live. 
I read somewhere lately that the same peo- 
ple who love cats are likely to enjoy geese, 
and it is certainly true for me. Cats and 
geese are smarter than you would think.

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ON HEREDITY AND GENES 


(a do-it-yourself genetics manual) 
by Ralph Mullins 


As an avid cat fancier from the time I 
was twelve, I have dedicated the greater 
part of my life to concentrated study of the 
fascinating subject, Heredity in Cats. From 
my controlled experiments, I have drawn 
many conclusions. I have concluded mak- 
ing these conclusions and I am ready to 
give to the world some of my more bril- 
liant thoughts. These I will try to set 
forth here for your study in easy-to-under- 
stand form. 

The very famous geneticist, Dr. 
Glick, whom we all know, amazed the 
world with his now classic experiments 
in genetics with the Pennies Test. Find- 
ing to his disgust, that the heads and tails 
both seemed to recur with depressing 
regularity as he tossed them upon a table. 
He amassed a fabulous amount of statistics, 
indicating dominant and recessive pennies. 
He states the Indian head seems dominant 
to the Lincoln head, but the Lincoln head 
is not a dilute Indian as some people think. 

I have based all of my experiments upon 
his methods. His book “Genes Can Be 
Fun, or How to Win at Matching Pennies” 
was by my side at all times. I have suc- 
cessfully transposed pennies to cats, after 
finding it difficult to throw cats upon a 
table and have them come up heads or tails. 


Now, first of all, there are two distinct 
types of cats. I have classified these gen- 
erally as—Male and Female. In my ex- 
perience I have noted that there are radical 
differences in these two types. The male 
cat appears to be the more masculine of 
the two, while the female shows definite 
feminine characteristics. I believe that 
the latter is possibly the mother cat.

I have tried crossing these two types and 
have discovered a possible third type which 
I call Baby Cat. This type is smaller than 
the other two, but I have not succeeded in 
establishing this breed for it shows a 
tendency to develop into one of the former 
types. It must not be a pure breed. 

One important facet of Heredity I have 
covered in my studies is the transmitting 
of the Meow gene. This is a complex 
problem, in that the factor of the “dilute” 
gene comes into being. The first meow 
gene I succeeded in isolating was the 
Loud. From this in later experiments I 
uncovered the existence of the Soft or 
dilute gene. This research showed the 
Loud gene to be dominant over the Soft- 
dilute gene. Therefore my findings con- 
clusively prove a loud Meow 7s stronger 
than a soft Meow. 

But again in a later experiment I also 
discovered the “High-Pitched” gene and 
the “Low-Pitched” gene—the low being a 
dilute of the high. 

Now with these important facts brought 
to light, I continued delving into genetic 
mysteries. 


For a sample experiment I crossed a 


“High-Pitched Loud” with a 
Soft” and obtained the following results: 
There were two Loud Highs, and four 
Low-Pitched Louds, with four Soft-Pitched 
Louds, one Low Outside Pitch, and two 
High males. 


“Low-Pitched 


Also there were four Hi-Lo’s and a Soft 
High. But some of the Highs were found 
to be lower than the Lows, and then again, 
some Lows were softer than the Louds. 

And by line-breeding I discovered it 
was possible to obtain Lows that were 
louder than the High cats. I have more 
material on this experiment but the highly 
complicated nature of it makes it im- 
practical for novice breeders. 


Readers interested in the study of Genes 
will find it fascinating and also a dandy 
way to while away those long winter eve- 
nings. As I was just telling my cats the 
other day, there’s a Gene for everyone. 
I would recommend Gene Kelly for the 
women and Gene Tierney for the men.

But if your loved one reaches the point 
where he is obviously suffering and the 
veterinarian tells you that there is no hope 
for recovery, you may be called upon to 
make a very difficult decision. My advice 
is: follow your doctor's suggestion. I 
don’t believe in letting any animal suffer 
when there is nothing but pain for it to 
look forward to. The hard decision for 
you, will be best for your cat. 

But now, let’s see what other pointers I 
can give you on cat geriatrics. As your 
cats get older, you will find they want more 
peace and quiet. They'll sleep a great deal 
of the time, but when they’re awake, they'll 
demand more attention—and they'll need 
it, too. Their aging little bodies can’t 
take as much exercise as they once did, so 
I never let the adolescents and “young 
adults” chase Jill around, but young kit- 
tens are more gentle, and I do let them 
play with her for she loves them and 
mothers them. 

Never let your older cats feel that they 
are not loved for they need love and kind- 
ness then more than ever before. It seems 
they can’t understand why we must take 
care of the others and not devote all our 
time to them. Despite her upbringing 
with so many other cats, in order not to 
hurt Jill’s feelings I have to place her in 
another room after we have played to- 
gether. Otherwise I wouldn’t be able to 
groom and play with my other cats and 
kittens. 

This is a trick you may have to use if 
you have more than one cat. For jealousy, 
even of long-time cat friends, sometimes 
becomes a serious matter as cats grow 
older. Try to make your “Grandma” think 
that she is your favorite—this will bring 
out the best in her and she will always 
adore you and want your attentions. And 
she'll repay you by meeting you at the 
door, talking to you, sitting in your lap, 
and in general being a good, happy com- 
panion. 

As you do, I love all of my cats and 
will do all that I can to help them have a 
happier life on earth. Jill is very special 
with me, and I may be doing a little extra 
for her, just because she is getting on in 
years. But I am being well repaid, and 
so will you be, if you do the same for your 
“Old Grandma”.
